In soft coal circles thero Is the cry
thu early In the season of the short
supply of cars, to move the order that
are being had from all part of the
country and from abroad. If this con-

dition of affairs I to be noted at this
time, what may onu expect a to trado
conditions, so far as this branch of tha
fuel trade Is concerned, when what Is
termed the active season and demand
ant In? There is no question a to the
very busy condition of our manufactur-
ing Interest when the trade for soft
coal I of such a character a I how
recorded, and every ono In the country
should regard the same with pride and
glorification.

The growth of the export trade In
soft coal I attracting thu attention of
every one who i at all interested In the
welfare of tho country. ' Tho informa
tion given on this topic In our column
from wek to week I now appreciated
by all, and thl Journal I therefore
gaining many friends in foreign coun
tries. The pxperiment with American
coal which the Europeans have made
within thu last two or three years seem
to have proved successful, for the ex-

port to Kurope, which In tho seven
month of 189H amounted to 4.507 tons,
were in tho corresponding month of
1900, 278,572 tons, and in the remainder
of this year will be treble thalquantity.
